The organization of the adminis- 
tration machinery of the agricultual 
clubs was unique. The county agent 
and superintendent of education nam- 
ed two advisory committeemen for 
each community, the third commit- 
teeman being selected by the first 
two. Farmers, members of school 
boards, and bankers constituted the 
personnel of the advisory committee. 
The county agent and superintendent 
of education held a conference, when 
it was decided not only to give the 
advisory committee a look-in upon 
the plans, but to extend invitations 
to the farmers and business men of 
the community. Partnership between 
father and son in pig club work was 
duly stressed. The pig project was 
adopted and an average of 15 boys 
enlisted in each of the 10 clubs. 

The advisory committee paccelled 
the work and aided the club members 
in maintafning records and weighing 
their pigs. Monthly meetings were 
held, the attendance representing the 
various interests of the community. 
Each club member received the profit 
accruing from his activity. The bus- 
iness mer of the county -contributed 
10 scholarships of $30 value each, to 
be awarded the winner, in each of the 
chybs. A $40 library was donated to 
the commuhity club making the best 
general showing. The business men 
raised by popular subscription $100 to 
construct pens at the pig club show. 
The pens are collapsible in form and 
will be retained for future service. 

The day of the big show was a 
county-wide rally with an attendance 
of 1,506, The pig_club agent says: 
“Tt was the best instance of organized 
eficency I have ever s¢en in my six 
years of extension work. A county 
organization made up of. community 
organizations was fully vipdicated as 
the most effective way to put on con- 
structive work.”—Montreal Family

The = directors of this firm 
therefore carefully and methodically 
laid their plans, with a view to enstr- 
ing that this country should at any 
rate receive its fair share of the vast 
tontracts for locomotives which after 
the war would undoubtedly have to be 
placed. P 

These carefully prepared arrange: 
ments have now materialized, and at 
the present time the -Armstrong- 
Whitworth company is making a re-' 
markable bid for the premier position 
amongst locomotive builders through- 
out the world.. The erstwhile ammu- 
nition a at Scotswood on Tyne- 
side were allocated fot the coystruc- 
tion of locomotives. Immediately af- 
ter the armistice they commenced 
their reorganization in this direction, 
with a forceful thoroughness which 
has brought a splendid success. 

Within the short space of a year 
the vast ammunition plant has been 
swept away, new plant installed, and 
the first Armstrong Whitworth loco- 
motive—a powerful 0-8-0 type for the 
Worth Eastern Railway — was cone 
pleted and delivered from _ their 
works. Today the Scotswood loco- 
motive works are the largest and 
best equipped works of their kind in 
the British Empire. Their present 
output capacity is over 400 heavy 
main line engines per year. 

It is understood, however, that the 
support which the new Armstrong en- 
terprise has received from all parts 
of the world is such that considera- 
tion is now being given to new and 
important extensions in regard to the 
works. Theresult of such proposed 
extensions would be to make the 
Scotswood works probably the most 
important centre in the world for the 
construction of locomotives.

Hints on Summer Breaking

June or July the Bést Months For 
Breaking on the Prairie 

In dry, open prairie section do your 
breaking in June or early in July. The 
run-off is saved, and the sod more 
thoroughly rotted. 

Turn the furrows ovér as flat as 
possible so as to exclude the air. 

Leave no cut and cover patches. If 
the plow is thrown out, back up. or 
turn around if mecessary to pick the 
furrow up again. : 

When it is not intended to baekset, 
plow at least four or five inches deep. 
This leaves some soil free from sod 
at the surface to work into a seed betl. 

Folléw the breaking plow with the 
packer as soon as possible. The pack- 
er attachment to the plow does good 


work. This excludes the air and pre-} 


vents evaporation, 

Follow the packer with the disc 
harrow as. so6n as the operation will 
not turn over the sod. Right after 
the first rain following the packing is 
a good time to do the ditcing. 

Harrow or disc occasionally 
throughout the balance of the season 
to preserve the mulch and to keep 
weeds and grasses down. 

In low, wet places defer the pack- 
ing untiJ the sod has dried out. This 
will help kill the grasses with creep- 
ing root stalks which grow in such 
places.

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The Firing Squad 


Military Law Carried Out In Few 
Cases Early in the War 

In the course of an article in a lead- 

ing English paper one comes across 

a casual mention of the fact that dur- 

ing the war 343 officers and men in 


the British forces - were summarily 


punished with death for desertion in 
the face of the enemy, sleeping on 
duty and such other offences as are 
capital crimes under military law. 

It ‘gives home-staying civilians 
something of a shock to learn that 
there were so many of these execu- 
tions —. men facing firing squads by 
sentence of court-martial, The per- 
centage of these cases seems to have 
been about one man in 20,000 of those 
ufider-arms throughout:the period of 
the war. 

Military law leaves a court-martial 
no option byt to impose the death 
sentence for certain offences on act- 
ive service, and, no doubt, in the Can- 
adian forces the military law was car- 
ried out in a few cases early in the 
war. But later on, as the Canadians 
began to find themselves, they began 
to assert their/owfi) views of things. 
They largely abolished ‘the use of the 
firing squad as a means of ensuring 
discipline. They tevdfted at the idea 
of it, and ‘considered it -unnecessary. 
In many casés. when.a man deserted 
in the face of the enemy he was given 
anothgr chdnce to go over the top, 
acquitted himself splendidly and re- 
gained*good standing. Many a young 
fellow wae found asleep at his post 
and was not reported at all, simply 
because death by ‘a firing squad was 
the penalty. . 

It is safe to’ say, however, that, 
while few Canadians were actually 
shot by order of court-martial, there 
were Scores or perhaps even hund- 
reds,of them condemned to death. 
For certain offences military law al- 
lows no lesser sentence. But fhe 
verdict would be accompanied with a 
recommendation to mercy. This 
would go to the -brigadier-general, 
who would endorse it with his advice

that the sentence be gommuted to 20 
years’ imprisonment.” The divisional 
commander would advise that the 
sentence be reduced to three years. 
General Currie, on receiving it, would 
probably endofse it with a recom- 
mendation that the sentence be re- 
duced to one year, and when it fin- 
ally got back to the regiment it would 
be found that General Haig had re- 
duced the sentence to three months. 

Yet, while this course was followed, 
it cannot be said that discipline in 
the Canadian corps suffered by it in 
any practicat way. Men who were 
weak and unreliable were weeded out, 
sent back to bomb-proof jobs and not 
allowed to weaken the chain of steel’ 
that stretched across the path of the 
enemy at the front.

was usual in the past.. In Chinese 
schools for some .years past the Ar- 
abic numerals have been in use. The

both are taught in the schools, it 
stands to reason that the young John 
Chinaman are going to favor the eas- 
ier method.

The Raising of Sheep 


Efforts Being Made to Increase the 
Industry in Canada 


In introducing the estimates for his 
department to the house of commons, 
the Hon. Dr. Tolmie, dominion min- 
ister of agriculture, pointed out that 
the fact that in Australia there are 
no fewer than 80,000,000 sheep, in the 
United States, 40,000;0Q0; in Great 
Britain, 27,000,000 and in Can¥da only 
3,500,000. As shown in the Agricul- 
tural Gazctte of Canada, for May, ef- 
forts are being made in all the pro- 
vinces to remedy this state of things. 
That is to say, encouragement is be- 
ing given to the raising of sheep in 
a variety of ways—by pure bred rams 
being distributed, or sold on casy 
terms, by the holding of competitions, 


for the best ewes and for the best 
flocks, by obtaining the highest price 
for wool through the departments, 
and through the Canadian Co-Oper- 
ative Wool Growers’ Association, by 
organized sheep sales, and, as in On- 
tario in particular, by placing flocks 


on a share basis. Aniended legisla- 
tion has also be@m passed. for the pro- 
tection of sheep from dogs.

2,000 Horses Sold Between February 
25 and May 1 

In connection with the Co-opera- 
tive stockyards at Moose Jaw there 
was started in February last by| 
W. R. Cross, Limited, a weekly auc- 
tion sale of horses and between Feb- 
ruary 5 and May 1, 2,000 horses were 
sold. The auction ceased for a time 
on account of seeding, but were re- 
Opened on June 24 with a sale of 
425 horses. This form of sale is 
proving.a great boon to Saskatchewan 
farmers, as hitherto there has béen 
no regular horse market in the cen-' 
tre province of the west, Which prev- 
ince, by the way, absorbs more horses 
than cither of the other two.

Dry Farming in the West 


Semi-Arid Areas 

Much attention is being given by 
the Department of Agriculture to new 
methods of farming suitable for the 
semi-arid conditions, This study has 
beer forced by conditions the 
south-west part of Saskatchewan, 
where three years of more or less 
crop failures have caused a general 
demand for new methods. A confer- 
ence of dry farming authorities has 
been called at Swift Current in July, 
which is expected to evolve a set of 
general recommendations to guide 
settlers. The College of Agriculture 
at the University of Saskatchewan is 
also conducting experiments in the 
shape of sowing wheat and clover to- 
gether.

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First Crop of the Season 


The Sheep Industry of Western Can- 
ada Has Increased Very 
Remarkably 


The gathcring of the first crop of 
the season in western Canada—wool 
—will soon be in full swing. The 
lambing season is over and an aver- 
age gain is reported, and now ar- 
rangements are being made for clip- 
ping. This year farmers in the three 
prairie provinces will have more wool 
than ever for sale and are looking 
forward to a somewhat higher price 
than last year, when they sold $3,695,- 
000 pounds of wool at an average 
price of about 58 cents a pound. 

During recent years the sheep in- 
dustry in Western Canada has in- 
creased remarkably well aniong small 
farmers, who have found the coun- 
try exceedingly well adapted to the 
needs of these animals, and that they 
pay immensely. In the province of 
Saskatchewan it is anticipated that 
the quantity of wool produced on the 
smaller farms will be about 100,000 
pounds greater than the output from 
the same source last year. As the 
number of sheep on the Alberta and 
Manitoba {arms has proportionately 
increased, a similar gain in the pro- 
duction of wool in these two prov- 
inces may also be expected.

Similarity in Food Prices 


Cost in Ottawa Slightly Higher Than 
In London, England 


A remarkable similarity m the cost 
1 of groceries in England and in Can- 
l ada is revealed in a comparison of a 
jmaeet of household staples in the 
}two countries, made within the last 
month. The figures are given out by 
a Canadian official. Pricing a score 
of staples,‘ranging from bread _ to 
custard powder, the whole supply 
costs about a dollar more in Ottawa 
than in London, England. Bread is 
4 cents higher in Canada; sugar is ten 
cents per pound higher, and jam and 
marmalade range from ten cents to 
18 cents higher here. But in Eng- 
land bacon, eggs, lard, milk, sausages, 
Worcester. sauce, rice, oranges and 
dried fruits are all higher in price. 
Eggs were $1 a dozen, and _ butter 
about $1.10 a pound for good grade. 
oth these prices are due for a sharp 
decrease in London, however. Vege- 
tables are still much cheaper in Eng- 
land than in Canada, and_ butcher 
meats average from 30 to 40 ccnts 
|}a pound. Coal is about $1.25 a ton 
cheaper in England.

Belgium 

Up to May 30, German deliveries 
of coal to France under the treaty of 
Versailles, amounted to 4,686,000 tons 
it has been officially announced by 
the reparations committee. Of this | 
total 405,000 tons were given to Lux~ 
embourg, Italy received 316,000 tons, 
and Belgium 98,000 tons in the samc 
period. 

Germany up to the cnd of May, 
the announcement shows, also had 
delivered to France 6,547 horses, 40,- 
720 head of cattle, 67,477 sheep and 
7,575 goats. 

German deliveries to Belgium in 
this period were 3,116 horses, 43,489 
head of cattle, 32,644 sheep, 6,140 
goats and‘28,339 fowl.

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Getting A Start in the West 


Choosing the Best Time to Come to 
Western Canada : 
Those who contemplate ‘coming to 
western Canada are interested in 
knowing when is the best time to 
come to this country. Experience 
has shown that the best results are 
obtainable from land that has been 
broken during the summer one year 
and allowed to stand and put into 
crop the following season. The best 
time for breaking raw land in west- 
ern Canada is during the months of 
June and July. Then the grass is 
long and the sod turned over at this 
time properly disintegrates, thus en- 
suring an excellent seed bed for 
planting the following spring. 

Of course, considerable land in 
Western Canada is broken and put 
into crop the same season. Flax or 
oats is then generally sown because 
these" grins ripen more quickly than 
wheat, but sometimes wheat is sown 
on spring-broken land. Often very 
good crops are harvested from such 
land, so that the-land begiis to pay 
for itself the first season, but it is 
doubtful if the results in the long run 


{ 
are as good as when the sod has been 


broken when the grass is fresh and 
long the previous summer. 

From the above it is seen that from 
the middle of May to the end of 
July is the very best time to take up 
land in Western Canada in order to 
prepare it for crop the following year. 
This is especially true this year, when 
the enormous amount of moisture has 
placed the land in an ideal condition 
for breaking.

Plow ‘Summerfalldw Early 


Plowing Should Be Conipleted Early 
“In July at the Latest 

The chief purposes of the summer- 
fallow are to store moisture~and to 
kill weeds, Rains falling on freshly- 
plowed land are more ‘teadily absorb- 
ed. The water is retathed “better, 
partly because the surface can be cul- 
tivated to reduce evaporation and 
also because there is no loss by the 
transpiration through the leaves of 
weeds. The latter is an important 
consideration, as it takes about 500 
pounds of water to produce a pound 
of dryAmatter in common weeds. 
Furthermore the rains falling on 
plowed land help to firm it, and na- 
ture thus does for nothing what costs 
money if done by mechanical means. 
The plowing should be completed 
early in July at the latest. 

Plowing should be deep, at Teast 
seven inches, fo provide a good re- 
servoir for moisture. Follow the plow 
with the harrow, preferably a section 
attached to the plow, unless there is 
danger of drifting. In that case pack 
instead of harrowing. The weeds 
may be kept down and a mulch of 
smal] lumps and granules maintained 
by using the duckfoot cultivator. The 
disc pulverises the soil of a summer- 
fallow unduly and increases the ten- 
dency to drift.

In the war period German language 
schools were opened throughout Con- 
stantinople, in which German officers 
were required to teach and German 
papérs were circulated by all possible 
meang.. But the results were almost 
nil, Most of the schools were free 
and failed to attract better classes 
and French was too strongly en- 
trenched as phe language of trade and 
social intcrcourse. to be displaced. 

Since the armistice Italians have 
been working industrially to popular- 
ize their language and literattire, Ital- 
ian officers are now teaching schools 
as the Germans did. But their schools 
are well attended only in the poorer 
parts of the city. 

Turkish is but little used in inh 
portant commercial transactions in 
Constantinople as nearly all business 
men of whatever nationality speak 
French. The English who have been 
in business in Turkey for years gen- 
erally transact their business in 
French.

Other Than U.S. 
Ships — 

Washington.—British” objections to 
the enforcement 6fthe new Ameri- 
can merchant marine bill are under- 
‘stood to be based principally on two 
sections of the measure. 

The first prohibits the carrying of 
merchandise in other than American 
ships between American ports via a 
foreign port. This would stop freight 
carriage between the United States 
and Alaska over Canadian railroad 
lines or in Canadian ships, which has 
gfown into a business of magnitude.

Cost of Living Still Going Up 


Labor Gazetté Reports A General 


Movement of Prices 
Upward 

Ottawa.— The Labor Gazette re- 
ports that in prices the general move- 
ment continues upward, increases in 
grain, fodder, livestock, fuel, build- 
ing materials and furnishings slightly 
more than. offsetting decreases in 
eggs, milk, hides, textiles and in raw 
furs. 

In retail prices the average cost 
of a family budget of staple foods in 
60 cities was higher, rising to $16.65 
at the middle of May, as compared 
with $15.99 in the middle of April, and 
$7.42 in May, 1914. The chief in- 
crease was in potatoes, Which averag- 
ed $6.15 per bag, as compared with 
$4.78 in April. Sugar also advanced, 
averaging 21.7 cents per pound for 
granulated, as compared with 19.5 in

Enver Pasha, chief of the Turkish 
Nationalist conspirators, it was re- 
ported, arrived in Berlin for a second 
visit last week, acting as the chief liai- 
son of the Bolshevik-German reyolp- 
tionists and Young Turks. Djemal 
Pasha is reported to be in Moscow. 
According to the official reports, the 
Turkish Nationalist and Bolshevik 
propaganda has been particularly ef- 
fective among the fanatical Egyptian 
tribesmen. 

Official reports as received here for 
several months, have told of unrest 
in India and the effectiveness of the 
“Young Turks” propaganda there.

The ‘profit 
which sugar dealers make is restrict- 
ed to two cents per pound, or five 
percent. The practice of advancing 
Prices on stocks when refiner’s prices 
advance is prohibited and the system 
is ordered of fixing the price of sugar 
at a profit of five percent.,

or under, a retail price 
than 23 cents per pound is 
declared to be an untair profit taking 
on general sales and where the sale 
of one-pound lots may involve a loss 
for the dealer a special price of 23 
1-4 cents per pounds may be charged, 
or the dealer may refuse to sell less 
than four pounds at a time and may 
charge not more than 93 cents for the 
four pounds, or may require the pur- 
chase of two pounds, charging 47 
cents for two pounds. In special 
cases where there is a spread on re- 
finer’s prices which may necessitate 
higher prices, a maximum of 95 cents 
for four pounds is fixed. Wholesalers 
are restrained from charging a per 
centage higher than refiner’s prices 
which will prevent retailers from scl- 
at the prescribed five percent 
profit. All these prices refer to gran 
ulated sugar.
